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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Response/ Amendment filed on December 
27 th , 2007. Claims 1-7 are now pending in the application. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS, pages 4-8, filed 27 December 2007, with 
respect to claims 1-7 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 102 
rejections of claims 1-3 and 35 U.S.C. 103 rejections of claims 4-7 have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Many references in the art disclose the mobile phone's indication. Most of those 
references are comprising mobile phone with indicator for displaying available modes or 
functions or signal strength, such as that found in Olofsson et al. [U.S. 6,668,159], Jober, 
Johan [U.S. 6,553,010], Sano et al. [U.S. 6,131,046]. But no prior art reference utilizes 
the mobile phone indicator for displaying whether or not a particular application 
can/cannot run based on the comparison between the application's minimum data 
throughput requirement and the current maximum data throughput rate of the mobile 
phone and network. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
